The resolution was adopted by a vote of .5 yeas, no nays.

Councilman Powell offered the following resolution:

Whereas, it was expected that the city's part of the cost

of Installing a sanitary sewer main from the nearest convenient point

in the city to Catrp Mabry would cost about $10,000.00, which sum, to

accomplish this enterprise, was transferred from the surplus earnings

in the Water and Light Department to the Sanitary Sewer Fund; but

Whereas, not exceeding Seven Thousand Dollars ($7*000.00)

will represent the cost of the city's part of this sanitary sewer

extension, thus leaving Three Thousand Dollars ($3*000*00) in the

Sanitary Sewer Fund subject to the action of the City Council; and

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY C00NCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS:

That the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($3,500.00)

of the unexpended balance transferred to the Sanitary Sewer Fund for

the purpose of a sanitary sewer extension to Catrp Mabry be and the

same Is hereby transferred to the General Street Fund of the City of

Austin, Texas, for the purpose of tarviating State Street froir where

It intersects Guadalupe Street to the city Holts.

The resolution was adopted by the following vote: Yeas--
